Judge Phillips Holds His Court 
Is Without Jurisdic- 
tion. 
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KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 4.—Judge 


John F. Phillips, in the United States 
District Court for the western district 
of Missouri, today delivered an opinion 
holding that his court was without 
jurisdiction in the .cases brought here 
by the Federal Government charging 
the Missouri Pacific,. the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe and other railways 
with giving rebates on shipments of salt 
in Kansas and-on coal in Colorado and 
other products in violation of the ETI- 
kins act. 

The motion of the railways to quash 
the proceedings was granted. 

On March .26, 1902, at the instigation 
of the Attorney-General’s office at 
Washington, Judge Phillifs granted a 
.omporary order restraining the Mis- 
sourl Pacific, the Santa Fe, the Chica- 
40 & Aiton, the burlington and the 
mock isiand railway companies frou: 
sivingg’ alleged rebates on various prod- 
ucts. Last summer M. D. Purdy, As- 
sistant Attorney-General, brought addi- 
Livnal proceedings citing the officials oi 
the ranways naimed tor contempt, on 
the allegation that they had violated 
the court's order in continuing to give 
rebates. 

Tne contempt proceedings were-~ ar- 
gued before Judge Phillips on Novy. 138, 
When the attorneys for the railways 
moved that the proceedings be quashed, 
claiming the Court was without juris- 
diction. Judge Phillips today, in deliv- 
ering his opinion, which sustained the 
motion of the refusals, was. yery 
lengthy, and went into detail on each 
point involved. 

The grounds of the decision predicated 
n the opinion are substantially as fol- 
tows: 

The original bill of complaint on which 
the restraining order was granted March 
26, 1902, was filed at the instance of the 
Attorney-General of the United States, 
predicated of alleged violations of the 
interstate commerce laws. in granting 
rebates on shipments of grain and pack- 
ing house products from Kansas City to 
Kastern points. This suit was based on 
the conception that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States had a right to 
resort to the United States Circuit. Court 
in equity to carry out the policy of the 
interstate commerce law and to enjoin 
railroads gencrally from violating it. 

But after the temporary restraining 
order was made and after the demurrer 
‘o the original bill was argued and. sub- 
mitted, the Supreme Court of the United 
Siates in the case of the Missouri Pa- 
cifle Railway Co. vs. United States, 189th 
I’nited States reports, decided that the 
United States Circuit Court had no 
jurisdiction to grant such relief; so 
when the restraining order was issued 
by the United States Circuit Court for 
the Western District of Missouri, the 
court was without jurisdiction to make 
it, and, therefore, the defendant could 
not be held to be in contempt of the 
court for violating an order which it 
was without jurisdiction to make. 

Second—While what is known as the 
Elkins act, passed by Congress in 
February, 1908, authorized such a pro- 
ceeding by the United States district at- 
torney of the jurisdiction where the of- 
fenses was committed, this act being 
passed nearly a year after the restrain- 
ing order of March 29, 190, had no retro- 
active operation so as to validate that 
order.

‘‘l cannot say yet that’ Mr. Hanton 
has resigned,’’ said the Governor over 
‘he long distance telephone to a Posi- 
Dispatch reporter Monday. 

“The animus shown in his letter dem- 
onstrates the wisdom of putting him off 
the Board of Police Commissioners. I 
asked for his resignation. He answered 
after some delay with villification and 
abuse. 

“The men whom I have appointed po- 
lice commissioners, their integrity and 
high standing in the community, are 
sufficient guarantee that the depart- 
ment will be put on a high plane ot 
public service. 

Folk May Reply. 

“When Mr. Hanlon’s letter reaches me 
I shall read it over carefully, and if I 
think-the communication warrants it, lI 
shall make a full reply.”’ 

A. C, Maroney, chairman of the Board 
of Electisn Commissioners, denied to a 
Poat-Dispatch reporier that Gov. Fo:k 
had offered him Mr. Hanlon's piace. He 
denicd that ine had discussed the matter 
with Gov. Folk during the latter's visit 
Saturday. 

“Scme time ago—before I was ap- 
pointed election commissioner,” said 
Mr. Maroney, ‘“‘“Gov. Folk asked me to 
go on the police board. 

“IT did not accept because I did not 
feel that, financially, I could afford to 
do so. 

‘*‘T acceSted my present office with the 
understanding that I was to retain it. 

“T can’t say just what I would do if 
the police zsommissicnership were of- 
fered to me at this time.’’ 


About the “Butcher:” 


Concerning Mr. Hanlon's statement 
that a ‘“‘butcher’’ had been recommend- 
ed by Gov. Folk's friends as private 
Secretary to the Chief of Police, Mr. 
Maroney, said: 

“The man Mr. Hanlon refers to was 
Charley Scholl, a former employe of the 
St. Louis Postoffice. I. recommended 
Scholl for private secretary to Chief 
Kiely and I Would do so again if the 
vacancy existed. 

“Scholl is @ graduate of Centra] High 
Scholl and in my judgment is better edu- 
cated and has more tact than Mr. Han- 
lon. He worked in the Postoffice six 
years and resigned when the Baumhoff

“Mother Barrackman,’ Widow 
and Wealthy, Died Five 
Weeks After Wedding. 


TOOK A YOUNG HUSBAND 





Fairfield, Ill., Wrought Up, 
Asks for Investigation 
by Officials. 


The inquest into the sudden death of 
Mrs. Rebecca Barrackman Kennedy, a 
wealthy woman of Fairfield, Ill., five 
weeks after taking a young husband, 
half her age, has been postponed to 
await a chemical analysis of the vital] 
organs, which were sent to St. Louis for 
examination, by State’s Attorney B. F. 
Thomas of Wayne County, II. 

Fairiield is greatly excited over the 
death of Mrs. Kennedy, who was 
years old, and was known as an ec- 
centric, though well-liked, matron of 
the town. She was affectionately called 
“Mother Barrackman"” by men, women 
and children, the greater part of whom 
refused to change the title when she 
was wedded five weeks ago to H. B. 
Kennedy, a land agent, debonair and 
polished, and 30 years her junior. 

Fairfield did not take kindly to Ken- 
nedy, the principal reason seeming to 
be that he related to no one his past 
history, and saw fit. to tell no oae 
where he was born and the different 
laces he had lived in his life. 


Wed After Brief Courtship. 

Fairfield almost to a man declared 
the stranger had ‘a past,”’ and while 
the short courtship was in progress 
Mrs. Barrackman was frequently 
warned against the designs of the 
stranger, as Kennedy's attentions to the 
aged woman were referred to. Mrs. 
Barrackman paid not the least atten- 
‘lon to these remarks, however, but in 
nayment for the advice so freely given 
the answered that she loved Kennedy 
ind he loved her, and that they were 
‘oing to be married, and after a court- 
hip of four months they were mar- 
ried, 

The wedding announcement on Oct. 
% only caused the tonrues to wag 
‘aster, and it Was frequently whisperod 
‘hat there would be trouble in the big, 
1d4-fashioned three-story residence 
which had been the Barrackman home 
“or many years, and to which the new

Kennedy made no effort to stop the

In leSs than an hour after her death 
Coroner McMackin was notified’ by a 
prominent citizen of the town. who ad- 
vised that there be an investigation. 
The coroner communicated with State's 
Attorney Thomas, who says that be- 
cause of the gossip of the town for 
'many weeks, and because of the death 
of Mrs. Kennely after only one day’s 
sickness, he believed there Shoula be a 
horough investigation. 

He consulted with the husband, who 
ifter some consideration agreed that an 
autopsy be held. Dr. E. F. Tiedemann 
of St. I.ouls was called, reaching Fair- 
field late Saturday night. He per- 
formed the autopsy Sunday morning, 
assisted by Drs. J. D. Harlan, E. G. 
Davis, J. P. Walters, W. H. Davis and 
Francis Bean of Fairfield and Dr. Puck- 
ett of Burnt Prairie, II. 

After the autopsy Dr. 
said: 

‘We are very sorry to say that we 
have not determined upon the exact 
cause of the death of Mrs. Kennedy. 
We have found four distinct troubles 
of the heart, any one of which might 
have caused her death, but at this time 
we are not able to -say just what did 
cause death. We have not made a 
chemical analysis of the internal or- 
gans.”’ 

After a consultation with the nhvysi- 
clans Kennedy advised and expressed 
a desire for the chemical analysis. The 
organs were brought to St. Iouis Sun- 
day afternoon for that purpose. and 
the examination is expected to be com- 
nleted within a week. 

Even since the death of his wife Ken- 
nedy talks very little concerning him- 
self or nis courtship of his wife, refus- 
ing to discuss the rumors about him 
more than to admit that he knew him- 
self to be the object of all the gossip. 

Kennedy, according to his statement, 
met Mrs. Parrackman July 6 at her 
home. He was a land agent and called 
to interest her in an Indian Territory 
town site, he says. He admits they 
talked very little business. and that he 
fell in love with Mrs. Barrackman on 
sight, and seemingly she fell in love 
-with him. He visited the town on three 
difrerent occasions after that for the 
purpose of seeing her, and Oct. 23 they 
were married. 

Mrs. Barrackman was probably the 
richest woman in Fairfield. Her estate, 
left by her former husband, Dr. W. S8. 
Barrackman, consists for the most part 
of Government bonds and notes, though 
there is a small amount of real estate. 
Her home, occupying a commanding po- 
sition opposite the Courthouse, is one 
of the finest in the town. 

Shortly after the death of Dr. Bar- 
rackman she is said to have made a will, 
leaving all her property to a local ceme- 
tery and tv a medical school in In- 
diana. This will is said by persons who 
have seen it to prcevide that. none of 
the property should go to her relatives 
or the relatives of Dr. Barrackman. 

The whole town took an Interest In 
Mrs. Barrackman. She owned one of the 
very few mechanical piano players in 
town, and her home was the popular 
meeting [place of citizens, both old and 
young. Frequent dances were held 
there, *ven after her marriage to Ken- 


nedy, who, though remaining with the 
company, took very little part in the 
entertainment. 

The town resented Kennedy, who was 
the sole topic of conversation with the 
aged lady. She was told that the stran- 
ger wanted only her money, and she ,e- 
plied that she loved him and that if he

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** POLICE DEMORALIZATION. 

The grand jury’s report of the demoralization of 
the* Police Department cannot be disposed of by 
complaining that its charges and criticisms are not 
specific enough and that some of the references of 
vicious conditions and influences relate to a previous 
period in its history. 

’ Inthe main the report deals with present condi- 











tions, some of which are effects of the previous | 


vicjous influences. The fact that the police hay 

been. used for political purposes has left demoraliz- 
ing effects on the force which cannot be eliminated 
Without a thorough overhauling and a reorganiza- 
tion which will completely rid the members of the 
department of the idea that politics are to be consid- 
eredin. the work of the department. The force must 
be taught that the men who have used it for po- 
litical. and other purposes which are contrary to a 
sound police policy no longer have any power and can 
no longer use the force. This lesson must be im- 
pressed upon their minds by the dismissal of men 
who: have proved recreant to duty through sub- 
serviency to pulls. These men have proved their un- 
fitutes:for police duty. Discipline must be placed 
upon: thé sound basis of merit and demerit in the 
actual performance of police duty. 

But the bu! of the grand jury’s criticism relates 
to existing conditions. The jury charges directly al- 
liances between detectives and the criminal classes— 
a condition so intolerable that it cannot be permitted 
to continue for any time. These alliances must be 
exposed and every man participating in them dis- 
missed from the force. 

Another serious charge is police terrorism and op- 
pression. The grand jury charges directly that its 
work was hampered in the Scheel case by fear of 
the police. The witnesses were afraid to testify. 
It charges that there is a sort of protective league 
among police officers, by which those, especially the 
‘péor, who had suffered from police oppression, were 
prevented from exposing police misconduct or testi-

HOUSTON, Tex., Dec. 2.~Almost an 
entire family have been Swept away 
since July through the perfidy of one 
mun. Tragedies have followed thick and 
fast since the death of Julla Holub last 
July, and now the girl's sister, infant 
niece and_ brother-in-law are with her 
in death, while her gray-haired father 
is charged with murder. 

T. J. Kolub of East Bernard, Wharton 
County, Jays the blame at the grave 
of Andy Hart, his son-in- law, whose life 
is charged to the farmer. 

Hart, with his wife, the eldest daugh- 
ter of Holub, lived in East Bernard, 
and the pretty 17-year-old Julia Holub 
lived at the Hart home. She died from 
the effects of an operation, and the hus- 
band of her sister was arrested on a 
Statutory charge. Hart's wife was sent 
to Jail with him, pending an investiga- 
tion by the police. While in prison she 
became @ mother. Mr. and Mrs. Hart 
occupied adjoining cells. 

Bowed with sorrow and shame, the 
aged Holub went from the funeral otf 
his youngest daughter to the cell of 
his eldest, and was wrung in grief when 
she refused to see him. She beileved he 
was her husband's prosecutor and she 





‘told him she never wanted to see him 


again. The old man climbed up to a 
window on tne outside of the Jail and 
pressed his face against the pane for a 
glimpse of his daughter. He asked her 
to speak to him, and when she failed 
he staggered away, Swearing ven- 
geance. 


Stamds by Her Husband. 


Two days aiter the tuarta of her child 
Mrs. Hart died. With her last breata 


-®he declared her husbund wag innvcent, 


and pleaded for his reiease. Hart was 
suiterang from consumption, and on the 
fatal highway himself. She begged that 
he be allowed to die free of the charge. 


Pah the death of Mrs. Hart, foilowea 


t 


quickly” by that of her infant, three 
lives were Sacrificed, and another was 
tottering—that of the elder Holub. The 
authorities were lenient through pity 
for kiart, and he was released on bond 
to answer at the September term of 
the County Court to the charge of caus- 
_ ing the death of the Holub girl. A few 
hours after his freedom was granted. 
\he was met near his deserted home by 
his father-in-law. 

“You caused the death of my daugh- 
ters, you scoundrel, and I'll collect your 
life as a paltry installment on the debt 
you owe to me,” said Holub, firing as 
he finished the tirade. He then sur- 
rendered to the authorities and was 
locked up in the jail into which his 
@ame had been dragged before him. 
Hart was removed to a hospital in 
Houston, where he died. 

Many bondsmen presented themselves 
a behalf of Hoiub before the first sun 
gat on his imprisonment, and there has 
been much Khow of sentiment in his 
favor. Whether the gon was innocent 


or guilty, the father is held by all out- 


side of the pius law ag justified in 
avenging a suspicion so awful as that 
he held in his bosom. 

There is sy.u'pthy in the memory of 
Hart, but this does not harden the feel- 
ing generally that Holub, driven to des- 
peration over the loss he suffered, and 
broken hearted over the suspicion that 
crowded upon his feeble brain, was jus- 
tied in shedding blood.
